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The route of the Royal Procession is here indicated 
for the convenience of- the thousands who will throng the 
streets of Regina to greet the King and Queen on May 25. 

Portions of the route definitely reserved for school 
children and veterans’ organizations are indicated by cross 
lines and will not be accessible to the general public. 
For instance, the area at the Exhibition grounds and ex¬ 
tending to Dewdney Avenue has been reserved for rural 
school children. Only adults holding reserved seats on the 
grandstand for the Pageant will have access to the Exhibi¬ 
tion grounds on the afternoon of May 25. Advance reser¬ 
vations for grandstand seats at $1.00 each may be made 
by remitting to the Royal Visit Committee, Regina, Sask¬ 


atchewan. Ticket holders will be assured an ideal loca¬ 
tion from which to greet Their Majesties and to see the 
Pageant. 

In the following itinerary, all times given are Regina 
Fast Time, one hour ahead of Mountain Standard Time. 
The Royal Party will arrive at the C.P.R. station at 1.30 
p.m., arriving at the City Flail via Rose St. at 1.50 p.m. 
Leaving the City Hall at 2.05 p.m. they will proceed along 
11th Avenue and Albert Street and arrive at the Parlia¬ 
ment Buildings at 2.20 p.m. 

Their Majesties will leave the Parliament Buildings 
at 3.05 p.m. proceeding to the R.C.M.P. barracks via the 
following route; Albert St. south to 21st, Retallack, Leo¬ 


pold Crescent, College Avenue, Winnipeg street, Victoria 
avenue, Elphinstone street, Exhibition grounds, Tenth ave¬ 
nue, Athol street and Dewdney avenue, arriving at the 
R.C.M.P. barracks at 4.15 p.m. 

Leaving the barracks at 4.45 p.m. the route to the 
station will be via Dewdney avenue, Albert street, Eleventh 
avenue, Rose street. 

Leaving the station at 6.30 p.m. the route to Govern¬ 
ment House will be Rose street, Victoria avenue, Albert 
street and Dewdney avenue. Their Majesties will leave 
Government House at 8.40 p.m. via Dewdney avenue, Al¬ 
bert street, Victoria avenue, Rose or Broad street and will 
arrive at the station at 8.55 p.m.
